SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 24.—These Aispatches 
have fully detailed the facts to the peculiar case 
of Michael Merrick and Michael Gaffigan, who 
were arrested iu this city Dec. 4, charged with 
haying committed a murder in St. Clair, Pa., 
nearly fourteen years ago. Application was 
made for a writ of habeus corpus, but the bear- 
ing was postpoved several times, and the men 
have remained in the Sherfff’s custody awaiting 
the action of Gov. Cullom upon the application 
made to him dy their counsel to revoke his 
Watrant and = refuse to comply th 
the demand of Gov. Hartranft’s requisi- 
tion. This-the Governor to-day decided to 
do,and the men have been accordingly dis- 
charged. The matter is, therefore, ended so 
far aa they are copeerned, for there is no 
alternative from this decision of the Governor. 
He has eousidered a mass of testimony and 
lengthy arguments presented by the prisoners’ 
counsel, and filed with his order a very vo- 
luminous opinion, setting forth the authority 
of a Governor to go behind the record and 
satisfy himself ag to whetber the citizens de- 
manded by the requisition were really fugitives 
from justice. This opinion conciudes as 
follows: “In my opinion, Uath- 
gan and Merrick are no longer 
fugitives from justice, if they ever 
were so. Had they conceaied themselves, or 
bad there been any difficulty in ascertain- 
ing where they were upon dus inquiry by the 
officers of justice, my conclusion would have 
been wholly different. But I believe a man 
may, by long years of good conduct, and by 
showing himself to the world without conceal- 
ment, outlive the choracter of a fugitive from 
justice.—more particularly where the ministers 
of justice charged with his apprebensivn 
practically abandon the charge against him 
for nearly half the usual period of 
human life: 1 do pot deny that I have 
carefully considered not only the good 
character of Gafligan and Merrick during the 
last iourteen vears, but also the ties which they 
have formed in this Stace. 1 have a duty to 
perform towards the citizens of Lilinois which 
no law requires me to overlook, but I have al- 
lowed no consideration of private hardship to 
control my action, believing that or Sees: 
sions are warranted by strict law. pony 
then, that neither positive law nor any consid- 
erations founded upon justire require the sur- 
render of the men, | must respectfaliy refuse 
to comply wth the requisition of the Goveruor 
of Pennsylvabis.

AN UNPARALLELED CRIME, 

The Asstzes of Nuremberg, Germany, has had 
before it one of those cases which make certain 
people despair of the human race. George 
Ulberr, the prisoner, is.a day-laborer, 32 years 


of age, and u strongly-built man of medium 


stature. He was married nine years ago and 
bad ‘bree children. He gave his testimony ia 
the most collected and indifferent manner. On 


Aug. 26 of this year be committed an indecent 
asssult upon his daughter, aged oniy 7 years 
and 6 months; on Sept. 5 be again attempted a 
second crime, but was prevenied dy his 
wife. Next day, boWever, he took the 
child with him to a wood, and there com- 
mitted on it the most ‘dreadful acts, at 
the same time making several incisions iu 
the body. The intestines of the poor child liter- 
ally protruded from the pody. It pleaded for 
inercy, but the monster teft it lying on the 
ground and coolly walked away. On the follow- 
ing day he returned to the wood, and found the 
creature still living. It begged for help. The 
man took a ku fe and gave the child two wounds 
in the neck. According to his au testimony be 
wanted sow to hang the child, but his courage 
faiied him. A woman whoasked him where the 
child was, received the answer that it was sick 
and in the wood, where, on tue father cr, ing out 
** Kiekchen,”’ the child answered iu a feeble vaice, 
Ulberr then took the child in his arms; it was all 
covered with blood; insects were creeping over 
its face, and the terrible wounds alluded to 
were apparent. The little victim at. first stated 
that a strange man bad committed the crime, 
but afterward acknowledged that it was its 
father. The little girl died next night in the 
most terrible pain. The mother refused to give 
any testimony, but wept during the whole evi- 
dence. Neighbors swore to his indifference 
when questioned by the mother as to the child’s 
absence. it was also proved that the man was 
addicted to arink, averse to work, and was sup- 
ported by the earnings of his wife. The testi- 
mony of a physician was to the effect that the 
man was periectiy sane, and that, although he 
had received a woand in the head eleven years 
ago, it had no influence on his meutal con- 
dition, The prisoner was condemned to death, 
after ten years’ imprisoument on another in- 
dictment. His wife was not in the least affect- 
ed on hearing the verdict.

CHICAGO, 

The residents of Chicago were treated yester- 
day to the coldest day which they have had since 
January of 1876. It was at an exceedingly in- 
opportune time, too, that it came, for, under 
ordinary circumstances; on the day before 
Christmas, the streets and the stores are 
crowded by those who have postponed to the 
last moment the purchase of their presents or 
of the supplies for the following day. Not only 
was the thermometer down absyrdly below 
zero, but there was a stiff windy varying during 
the day from southwest to vorthwest, which 
was much more exasperating than the 
cold itself.

According to Mr. Manasse’s figures, 
it was 19 deg. below zero at 7 o’ciock, 16 at 8, 
13 at 10, 8 at noon, 3 at 3, 2 at 6, and 8 at 8. 
These figures, however, are a little more de- 
pressing than those furnished by the Signal 
Service, whose thermometers are, or ought to be, 
more accurate. According to them, 6 deg. be- 
low was the lowest figure reached, and that is 
certainly low enough to satisfy the most re- 
quiring. As the temperature sinks below zero, 
the ordinary thermometer gets more and more 
inaccurate, and it is probable, therefore, that 
something will have to be taken off of these 
very low figures in order to arrive at correct- 
ness. But whetber it was 19 deg. below or only 
6 deg. delow, it wag certainly very disagreeable 
all day long. The streets were onusually empty. 
and the low temperature told upon nearly ail 
the stores except those where furs are gold, in 
which great activity prevailed, The indications 
are that this cold spasm will soon be over, and 
it is probable that to-cay will be only reasonably 
cool. A yea? to-day it was wet, sloppy, and 
disagreeabic. To-day it will probably be clear, 


cold, and dry. 
THE RAILROADS 
centering in this city are still suffering sorely 
from the intense coid and the high wind, which 
causes the snow to drift in certain places v 
severely. The Lilinois Central got slong m 
better than the day before, the ‘heavy drift at 
the foot of Twelfth street having been removed; 
still the trains made slow time between here 
and Kensington. The suburban trains kept on 
runuiug all day, thougu not as regularly as 
usual. The incoming express trains were from 
half an hour to two hours behind time. The 
weather was intensely cold as tar south as Ef- 
tiogham. From this point to Cairo it was not 
as severe. At Cairo the: thermometer was 10 
degrees above at 8 o’clock yesterday morning. 
On the lowa Division of this road but little 
‘trouble was experienced, as the weather in that 
section was less severe than in the immediate 
vicinity of this city. 

The Chicago & Alton trains came in from one 
to three hours late, There were some drifts to 
be fought between here and Joliet. From _ that 
point to the Missouri River the principal diffical- 
ty was the intense cold, whi.h prevailed along 
the entire line. At 8 o’clock yesterday morning 
the thermometer wa* below zero at every point on 
this road. The trains.on the new Kansas City 
extension had to be abandoned on account of 
the intense cold. The thermometer at Glasgow, 
Mo., where the new extension crosses the Mis- 
souri Kiver, was 10 degrees below at 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning. The oldest inhabitants do 
pot remember such a low state of the ther- 
mometer at that point. 

The Chicago & Rock Island suffered very se- 
verely night before last. Phe Blue Island tram. 
which leit here Monday evening at about 8 
o’ciock, was still at Engiewood yesterdayymorn- 
ing at 10 o’cloek. The other suburban trains 
were also detajned at that point. They got 
through to Biue Island at about noon yesterday. 
The intoming trains from the west were from 
three toeight hours behind time. Most of the 
drifts beyoud Englewood were removed in the 
afterpoon, and less trouble was experienced 
aiter that, but the Englewood trains did not go 
out last night. 

The Chicago & Northwestern also came fm for 
its suare of tue trouoles, particularly the trains 
on the Milwaukee Division, which were delayed 
by the snow-drifts. The trains on the other 
divisiops made very fair time, and suffered but 
little detention. 

‘The most serious trouble is reported on the 
Chicago & Eastern Himois, where some of the 
trains hed to be withdrawn entirely. The train 
due at 4:10 Monday evening had not arrived 
here yesterday afternoon at 2 o’clock, and in 
consequence no trains were permitted to leave 
this city. 

The Atlantic express from Omaha on the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy arrived here one 
hour and fifty-seven minates late. All the 
trains on the road were from one to two hours 


| late, but otherwise there was no trouble on the 


line. ‘he principal obstructions from saow- 
drifts were between here and Galesburg. 

The Lake Sbore & Michigan Southern trains 
arrived bere but little behind time, but they 
were unable to make connections at Buffalo, 
where the obstructions are said to be very 
great. 

The Michigan Central trains also made fair 
time, and were only from half an hour to one 
hour behind time.

PUBLIC CHARITIES. 


What the State ef Illinois Is Doing for Ber 
Feeble-Minded Children, 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

ELam, III., Dec. 21.—Having bad occasion re- 
cently to transfer five feeble- minded (idiotic) 
children to the Illinois Asvlum for Fecble- 
Minded Children, I, for the first time, fully ap- 
preciated what the State is doing to alleviate 
the suffering of this unfortunate class of her 
citizens. The new Asylum buildings are located 
about a mile south of the Town of Lincoln, 
Logan County, III., on the Chicago, St. Louis 
& Alton Railroad. The Asylum was formerly 
located at Jacksonville. The present site was 
purchased by a special Board of Commissioners 
in 1875, in compliance with an act passed by the 
Twenty-ninth General Assembly, which made 
appropriations for purchasing grounds and 
the erection of buildings. Tae main 
building fronts north, has a frontage of 
830 feet, and cousists of a central building for 
the residence of officers, public parlors, and 
offices, and two wines occupied entirely by the 
ſeeble-minded pupils. 

The ventilation, sewerage, arrangements of 
light and heat, are as nearly perfect as in any 
public building lever visited. The buildiog as 
a whole is well constructed, although tbe plaster- 
ing and staircases show some deficiencies which 
might have been avoided by a closer supervision 
on the * — of the building-superiutendent. 
After E due allowance tor these defects, 
the people of Illinois may take a just pride in 
this, the fir + building erected for similar pur- 
poses in the United States. 

The present number of inmates is 238, and 
the Superintendent, Dr. C. T. Wilbur, is daily 
recei applications from the various counties 
in the State, asking permission to send more 
feeble-minded children to the Asylum to receive 
the care it is impossible to bestow upon them 
at home. Cook Couuty especially is well repre- 
sented. Upos Z “Where does this 
pupil come from?” I almost invuriably received 
for an answer, “From Cook County.” This 
seemed very strange, but upou making further 
inquiries I learned that the county’s quota of 
patients was vot “verfliled. 

Spending all day Sunday at the Asylum, I had 
an unusual opportunity ior observiug the inside 
workiogs of the institution, which a casual vis- 
itor would never have a chance to see if ever so 
observing, and I must confess it is this under- 
current of genuineness on the part of the Su- 


represeuted. from 
formed idiot, with diminutive 
placed e to the foolish boy (imbecile) who is 
constantly leugbing with a sufficient cause, 
many respects is but lictle below the 
The. exercises 
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rooms; every bed is covered with clean linen 
and plenty of covering, resting upon a hair and 
wire- woven mattress. 

The wards where the pupils spend their time 
when not attending school are situated on the 
first floor,—the males occupying the richt, the 
females the left wing. nese roome resembie 
somewhat the corridors of an insane asylum, 
with benches along the walls and plenty of 
room for exercise or play in the centre. During 
the summer months these rooms ure not of very 
much importance, the pupils having perfect lib- 
erty to roam through the grove which forms 80 
pleasing a feature of the Asylum grounds. The 
males and females are kept in their respective 
parks by an ornamental fence, which in no way 
detracts trom the looks of the park. I am sur- 
prised to learn what erroneous conceptions 
many persons entertain concerning the workings 
of a feeble-mindea institution. Many imagine 
that the inmates are, in some peculiar way, cu- 
tirely remodeled, so that when they leave 
the Asylum ther may de able to cope with 
their fcilow-creatures as well as though 
they were not imperfect creations. These 
ideas are entirely false, and nothing 
of the kind is claimed by the persons in charge. 
However far vraining may be carried, and even 
when the Abject hes become selt-maintaiutux, 
it may be safely asseried that he is never seli- 
guiding, nor self-governiug, nor capable of an 
independent existence. — Howe. But besides 
these consideratious, it is claimed that the idiot 
and imbecile are as much objects of charity as 
insane persons, and that they are entitied to ro- 
ceive every advantage that other children do. 
Such advantage cannot be enjoyed at home; vet 
the higuer grades of imbeciles are benefited by 
them to such an extent that thev become, under 
proper directions, self-supporting; that is, they 
perform an amount of useful labor suflicient to 
pay for their food and clothing. Not uvfre- 
quéntly unbeeiles are very troublesome and 
passiouate, and cannot possibly be trained at 
home. They are greatly benetited by the xind- 
ness and discipline which cannot be bestowed 
upon them elsewhere. But what can be done 
for the idiots? Even they are benefited, and 
many who bave been admitted, unable to take 
the least care of themselves, have been re- 
moved by their friends greatly improved 
and hot nearly as troublesome as formerly. 
Having striven to show what benefit the feebiec- 
minded derive from the instruction aud protec- 
tion of a ſeeble-minded institute, an answer to 
the following question (which I have several 
times been asked) may not be out of place: 
“ What benefit to society is an asylum for tne 
feeble-minded!” I believe that by removing 
this imperfect creation from society, and pre- 
venting the prooagation of so deleterious an 
element, the institution performs its higbest 
mission, while at the same time it protects 
those who, above all others, are easily misied 
and imposed upon. 

The Superintendent, Dr. C. T. Wilbur, has 
had iourveen years’ practical experience in the 
management of feeble-minded asyiums, and 
has been instrumehtal in founding asylums for 
the feebie-minded in several States of the Union. 
Commencing inarented building in Jackson- 
ville, with but five pupils, be sueceeded by con- 
stant application in making the institution sec- 
ond to none, and has erected for himself an e- 
erlasting monument in the Lilinois Asylum for 
Feebie- ed Children. A. W. H.

The Phonograph, the Electric Light, and 
the Carbon, Telephone, 
New York Sun. 
By the way,“ continued Edison, “you have 
sent me several letters inquiring the price of 


the speaking phonograph. The machines are 
now on the market. 1 have sold my right to 
the Edison Phonograph Company, of €6 Reade 
street. They are seliing machines at from 6100 
to $125 each. They are also getting out a smal! 
machine that will be retailed at $5. It will talk 
as clearly as the most expensive machine, but 
will not receive so many words at a time.” 

Questioned concerning the perfection of his 
electric light, the Chevalier Edison said: 1 
am all right on my lamp. 1 don’t care any- 
thing more about it. Every bit of heat 
is utilized tp produce light as far as art 
will allow. The theoretica! and practical 
results are perfectly satisfactory. My point 
now is the generator. The Wallace machine 
gives me three lights, each équal to a gas light. 
to a one-horse power. 1 feel sure that I can 
get more. Now, to make mv grand practical 
experiment here in lighting Menlo Park I shou!d 
have to use twenty or thirty Wallace machines. 
They would cost me from $30,000 to $40,000. 
They would be useless afterward, for I know that 
I can make a generator of double tueir power. 
So I shall postpone the experiment until 1 tind 
the machine that will give the greatest amount 
of electricity per horse power. I am making 
many little generators of aifferent forms. I 
propose to run them with weights, figured down 
to the fractions of a horse power, and shai! 
take the machine that generates the most 
electricity.“ 

I yon cau run a generator with weights,“ I 
ail. What is there to prevent a man from 
buying a generator and lgnting his own 
house! 

* Well,” answered the Chevalier. he might 
make one or two lights, but hardly more, for it 
would require too beavy a weight.”’ 

“The Sun of Saturday last printed a com- 

rison of the cost of the electric and gas light. 
low do the figures taliy with your estimate!“ 
I inquired. 

Under the circumstances they were a good 
estimate,“ the Chevalier replied: but you 
compared the cost of ,producing the electric 
light with tne price charged ior gas-lignt by the 
= companies. Now let me make av estimate. 

ell say it costs $1 a thousand feet ta make the 
gas. The companies charge their .cRstomers 
double that amount. A burger burns fifty feet 
a day and 1,000 iecet in twenty days, allowing 
ten hours a day for the light. This would be 
5,000 ieet lor every 100 days, and 15,000 tee for 
every 300 days. The 15.000 feet will cost 
$15. Put in the sixty-five odd days, and 
we have $18.25, the total yearly cost of pro- 
ducing a gas-light ten hours a day. Now I have 
figured out the cost of the fuel required to 
furnish steum-power for an electric light of the 
same degree ci intensity, to burn the same 
period of time daily. II I get six liguts per 
borse power by the use of a new generator, and 
there is no doubt about it, each licht will cost 
$1.50a year. To attain this result the best 
engines must be used. Large engines are the 
best possible economy. ‘The figures aré based 
on 3,000 or 4.000 borse-power all in one place, 
with all the modern appliances. I have ficured 
it down. The fuel costs $9 per annum per 
horse power. For tuat fuel I get six lichis. 
Bring it down floe and it comes to $1.50 per 
light. This is ior (uel alone, leaving out in- 
vestment, wearaod tear, cost of attendance, 
oii, and so on. Egtimating all these expenses 
wita the poorest engines and the poorest econ- 
omy, Where the expenses are enormous, if I 
can get six liguts per horse power, each light 
will cost not more than $5.33 per year.“ 

‘The Chevalier was silent. He went into a 
musiog mood.

Tuis involves a loss of 50 per cent 
of light, reducing the value of the sixty-six 
gas jets to toirty-three.

Woman's Rights in Oregon.

Upon the trial at Montgomery, Ala, of 
some Democratic patriots charged with the

It is no unusual thing for ‘criminals to 
escape conviction and punishment upon 
technical quibbles which to the non-legal 
mind appear absurdly puerile, but it is not 
often that a thief crawis out of so small a 
hole as that through which a defendant in a 
Washington court was able to gain his liber- 
ty. He was proved to be guilty of having 
personated an army officer and drawn his 
pay; but it was also proved that the sum due 
the defrauded officer was one-third of a cent 
greater than that charged in the indictment, 
and for this reason the defendant was acquit- 
ted. The majesty of the law seems to be 
capuble of some very small performances.

Whether the Democratic House does or

While the scientists are discussing the 
causes of climatic changes and trying to dis- 
cover the reasons for our mild winters, the 
Christmas season has sprung upon us with a 
wave of cold that has very much the effect 
of bitter satire. It & rather amusing to im- 
agine the shivering Professors gravely dis- 
cussing the configuration of the country, the 
influence of forests, and the behef of mari- 


ward, because they do not find ice-floes and 
icebergs as far south as they used to, and 

ing these as reasons for our mild winters, 
when the thermometer is twenty below zero, 
and stinging winds blowing from the direction 
of Manitoba ere carrying their burdens of 
suffering into the hovels of the poor, arrest- 
ing the transportation of the country, and 
driving every one to seek shelter in their 
homes. 

It is good American weather. We always 
go to extremes. We are not content with the 
middle road which runs smoothly along, 
blest with frugality, contentment, and peace. 
Every event must be a sensation, every dish 
must be highly seasoned, every iuvestment 
must return an immediate fortune, every 
piper must be an artist, every corn-trimmer 
a professor, every boy must expect to be 
President, and every girl must be taught to 
wait and watch for the gaing Orasus who 
will emblazon her with diamonds and twine 
her with ropesof pearls. Being always at the 
pole or the equatorand never on the par- 
allel between, flying from one extreme to the 
other and counting thatday Jost which has no 
sensation in its passage, the jump from the 
broiling temperature of last summer to the 
present bitter cold ought to be peculiarly 
grateful to the genuine American. 

It is the traditional Christmas weather. A 
Christmas without its vast expanses of snow, 
ridged with drifts like a suddenly-frozen 
ocean, its clear night skies in which the stars 
seem to be glittering points of ice, its blus- 
tering winds modning through the naked 
trees and howling about the window-case- 
ments, its jingle of bells, its blazing fires, its 
snow-covered pines, and its fringes of icicles 
pendent from every roof, would not bea 
Christmas of the old approved sort. The 
Christmas tree never bears such a wonderful 
display of fruits or gleams with such rich 
lustre as when the cold winter night shuts 
down with such rigor as to drive every wan- 
derer to the biazing hearth and the goed 
cheer within makes amends for the discom- 
forts without. Christmas is peculiarly 2 
home festival, and the external conditions 
should be of such sort as to invite every one 
within doors. It is difficult to conceive how 
that httle old Scandinavian friend of chil- 
dren could make his grand rounds with his 
reindser through mud and slush. If his 
coat were not snow-laden and his beard 
frosted, by what marks would he be recog- 
nized by the little people ? 

The past week has been characterized by 
bundles of all sizes and shapes, from. little 
indistinguishable object im brown paper up 
to the hobby-horse or velocipede that frankly 
confessed their identity, since no amount of 
human ingenuity could conceal it. The 
quantity of individual benevolence has been 
easily nreasured by the size and number of 
packages, and the rule has worked so admira- 
bly that empty-handed victims going to a 
childless home and sour-visaged curmudgeons 
who never give have kindly offered to relieve 
those loaded down lest they should appear 
to be mean. The old Gospel utterance, 
„And a little chuld shall lead them,” has 
never been so true as during the past 
week, and the man who has not been 
led to a bundle by some little child 
must have a singular combination of ele- 
ments in his make-up, The community of 
labor in the preparations of Christmas has 
been one of its most pleasant characteris- 
tics. The little child and the bundle have 
brought people toa common level. There 
are some provident people who arrange for 
their Christmas wesks beforchand and 
store eway their gifts under lock and key, 
but the great crowd go together a day or two 
beforehand, aud thus it becomes everybody's 
Christmas, and the bundles bought in com- 
mon represent a part of everybody's Christ- 
mas. So once a year all the world meets at 
the same place, inten{ on the same purpose. 
Our paths intersect on Christmas, and then 
we diverge again to follow the promptings of 
our peculiar selfishness, pleasure, or ambi- 
tion. The bundle which arrives at Sairn’s 
door to-day is the counterpart of the one 
that arrives at Bnowx's, and is devoted to 
the same purpose. Thus for this one day 
Surrn and Brown have something in com- 
mon, though they will know nothing of each 
other on any day of the remaining three 
hundred and sixty-four. It might not also 
be out of the way to assume that while both 
Surra and Brown would,fuss and fret at be- 
ing compelled to get these bundles on any 
other day, they will do it on Christmas witb- 
out a growl, except at their own want of 
discrimination whieh has induced them to 
buy slate and pencil for the boy who wants 
a drum, or a jumping-jack for the girl who 
wants a doll.

THE LEGISLATURE AND THE REVENUE 

LAW. 

At the conference between the members of 
the Citizens’ Association and members-elect 
to the Legislature, held on Monday afternoon, 
there was an interesting discussion of the 
subject of amending the Revenue law. We 
trust the report of the discussion has been 
read by every taxpayer in the city. Of 
course there was a variety of opinion ex- 
pressed as to what should be done,—some 
proposing a complete radical change in our 
revenue system, and others contending that 
it were better to leave the present law alone. 
Between these extremes were many opinions 
as to what ought to be and what could be 
accomplished in the Legislature to correct 
abuses, including that of excessive cost. 
Without proposing to interfere in this dis- 
cussion, we tuink it proper to say that 
practical results are more desirable 


‘at this time than theoretical perfection. The 


attempt to induce the Legislature to adopt 
a complete system must prove abortive. No 
such system could command attention in the 
General Assembly. It would interfere too 
muck with local politics. Any scheme to 
abolish an office or reduce public expendi- 
ture must inevitably provoke opposition not 
alone from one but both parties. Party 
patronage is of immense consequence, and 
when gentlemen propose to abolish the 1,200 
to 1,500 offices of Township Assessor, and 
have only one Assessor in each county, and 
he to be appointed, and for a long term, 
they do not know that they propose to de- 
moralize local politics and take from the 
office-seeking and office-holding fraternity 
rights and privileges which are considered 
too sacred to be touched by the rujhless 
hand of legislation. 

The scheme to have a Commission of com- 
petent persons to prepare and report two 
years hence a modernized system for raising 
State and local revenue is very proper; there 
is no subject of more importance and st the 
same time less discussed than that of local 
taxation. Sach a Commission might do 
much to educate public opnion on such 
matters until possibly a Legislature might be 
elected with the special view of thoroughly 
revising and modernizing our whole revenue 
system. In the meantime, the wisest and 
safest policy is to adhere to the present law, 
adopting such amendments as may from 
time to time be suggested by experi- 
ence, Unfor unately, the making of 
a Revenue law is not complete when 
the statute is passed by the Legis lature. It 
has then to receive a judicial interpretation, 
not as a whole, but by piecemeal, and, dur- 
ing the many years requisite for this, tax- 
fighting, or non-payment of taxes on the 
chance that the Courts will decide that some- 
thing is out of gear iu the law, becomes a 
system, and a most costly one, especially to 
municipal corporations. The present lew 
bas been practically rewritten by the Su- 
preme Court, and we had better cling to what 
we know és the law than go through ten years 
more of litigation to find ont the proper 
meaning of anew one, ‘There are, however, 
certain amendments which, while they do 
not change the preseat system, will tend to 
make it more efficacious. 

At present there is a defect in the process 
for enforcing the collection of taxes on real 
estate. Practically, the delinquent owner of 
property borrows the amount of his taxes 
from the State atthe rate of 10 per cent 
per annum. There should be an amendment 
fixing suth a penalty as will induce the prop- 
erty-holder to pay his taxes, or some other 
person to advance the same and look to the 
property as a security. 

The present cost of assessing and collect- 
ing taxes is excessive, requiring a special tax 
to pay the expense. In this county the cost 
of advertising and book-making reaches 
$60,000 a year, and the end supposed to be 
sought by this cost might be reached at an 
outlay of $1,500. Any amendments to re- 
duce such outrageous plunder are most de- 
sirable, but, as we have said before, any 
proposition to reduce the distribution of 
public money as part uf party patronage is 
certain to provoke the most determined 
opposition. 

Assessors of property in Chicago should 
have’moré time in whieh to mature their 
work > indeed, the establishment of a per- 
manent Board of Assessors in this county 
would be quite desirable. The work could 
de extended over the whole year, affording 
full time for a personal investigation of all 
inequalities, and for the correction of all 
errors and accidents in the listing of proper- 
ty. How far such amendments to a general 
law, but having special application to only 
this and a few other counties containing 
large cities, may be possible, is one of those 
matters which must be considered by the 
Legislature. 

One of the greatest berdens borne by the 
people of this State is that of interest on 
public and private debts. The municipal 
debts of the State are about $52,000,000, of 
which $25,000,000 pay interest at the rate of 
7 per cent and the remainder at an average 
of 9 per cent. The private indebtedness, se- 
cured by mortgages, may be put down at 
$300,000,000, at an average fate of 9 per 
cent. Under our Revenue law mortgages 
and municipal bonds are taxable as all other 
property. The State provides for the taxa- 
tion; all such bonds anc mortgages are sub- 
ject to taxation. If this property were in 
fact taxed, the revenge for all purposes from 
that source would be seven millions of dollars 
a year. In fact, the revenue actually colleet- 
ed is not over $30,000. But the debtors pay 
the tax nevertheless in the shape of addition- 
al interest. The lender includes in the 
rate of interest 2 per cent for taxation; 
and while no tax is collected, the debtors in 
Illinois, public and private, pay from 
$7,000,000 to 88,000, 000 annually additional 
interest because of the abortive and impolitic 
law imposing taxes on such securities. Apart 
from-the unjust and oppressive taxation of 
property, and also the debt due thereon, the 
policy of increasing the rate of interest on 
debts in this State is most ruinous. If these 
taxes were abolished—they produce no reve- 
nue—all the pudlic bonds and private mort- 
gages in this State could be renewed at a re- 
duction of from 2 to 3 per cent in the pres- 
ent rate of interest. A saving of from seven 
to eight millions of dollars annually in inter- 
est ought to be a most popular and satisfac. 
tory exchange for the 30 000 revenue now 
collected from these securities under our 
Revenue law. Strange to say, even at the 
meeting in the Citizens’ Associaticn rooms 
on Monday, there was at least on: voice 
raised insisting on maintaining the tax on 
mortgages and municipal bonds, and this, 
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This in the face ofthe notorious fact that 
for every dollar of tax paid by mortgagee 
or by a holder of municipal bonds in this 
Siate $200 are paid for interest in excess 
of what the money might be had for if 
such securities were legally exempt from 
taxation. 

A measure to substitute a tax of 3 per cent 
on gross-earnings of railroad companies for 


the present tax on property and franchises | 
would be a wise measure, and decidedly ad- 


vantageous. There would be nocost for col- 
lection. Such taxes might be applied wholly 
to State purposes, or might be distributed 
back to the countfes and towns pro rata upon 
the plan that assessments of railroad proper- 
ty are now credited. How far this may be 
done without violating the Constitution is a 
question to be considered by the Legislature, 
and subsequently by the Courts. It will be 
opposed, of course, for the same reason that 
the tax on mortgages is insisted upon,—that 
the Constitution requires all property” to 
be taxed according to its value, and therefore 
every railroad bar and every promissory note 
must be assessed, and valued, and taxed ac- 
cordingly. 

We suggest, however, that all amendments 
to the Revenue law be well and carefully con- 
sidered, and only those pressed which are 
necessary to meet abuses and imperfections 
disclosed in the practical execution of the 
law. These, if intelligently presented, may 
be obtained, while attempts to reform the 
theory of the law may lead to complications 
more embarrassing than the law itself. 


VIRGINIA METHODS. 

The methods of the Southern bulldozing 
Bourbons to wipe out the Republican vote, 
such as killing in Louisiana, terrorism in 
Mississippi, armed violence in Alabama and 
Georgia, ballot-box stuffing in South Caro- 
lina, and counting ont in Florida, have been 
pretty well ventilated, and are now familiar 
to the public. Hitherto Virginia bas been 
regarded as comparatively free from the 
methods adopted by the Democracy in the 
other States of the South, and Representa- 
tive Goopr from that State has taken pains 
to authorize the statement, speaking for his 
own district as well as for the State, that 
there have been no election frands or any at- 
tempt at them, and’ that any accusations of 
the sort are libelous, 

Mr. Goopz's declaration to the contrary 
notwithstanding, the Washington Republican 
has collated some examples of Democratic 
thugism in Virginia which go to show that 
the Democrats of that State have resorted to 
methods of fraud, intimidation, and violence 
similar to those practiced in the more ex- 
treme Southern States. The allegations are 
sufficiently grave not only to demand an 
explanation from Mr. Goong, but to bring 
them clearly within the scope of Mr. 
Buiarne’s Investigating Committee. 

The methods by which the Republican 
vote of Virginia was reduced, and in some 
places extinguished, during the recent elec- 
tion, arc three in number as presented by 
the Republican, and some reference to them 
will be of interest pending the investigation, 
as throwing light upon the universal 
Democratic malignity towards Repub- 
lican negroes in the South, The 
first of these methods was expatria- 
tion, and this is the way in which it worked: 
A few days before the election, a riot was 
incited at Kemperville, Princess Anne Coun- 
ty, by the Democrais, who charged the re- 
sponsibility for it n the negroes, and had 
six of them, who "Wee specially influential 
in politics, arrested, When the day of trial 
arrived they were told by the law officers 
that if they would leave the State and prom- 
ise never to return all legal proceedings 
would be stopped. Knowing that they 
would be allowed no opportunity to defend 
themselves, they were compelled to submit, 
and are now exiles from the land of their 
birth, though innocent of any crime. The 
expatriation of these men after arrest uon a 
criminal charge is in itself conclusive pi oof 
of their innocence, A negro against whom 
there is any shadow of evidence never escapes 
punishment in the South. Had they been 
guilty, they would have been lashed and sent 
to the Penitentiary. In most parts of the 
South the mob would have prevented any 
trial of them by murdering them. This ex- 
patriation occurred in Mr. Goopz's own dis- 
trict. 

The second method was. that of murder. 
During the canvass a colored man named 
Apotrnos TrotTerR was shot at Hicksford, 
Greenville County, by one W. A. Resse, a 
Democratic member of the Virginia Legis. 
lature, for having applauded a Republican 
speaker. Rrxsx was arrested, went through 
the farce of ‘a trial, and was of course 
acquitted in conformity to the administra- 
tion of justice in the South, which never 
punishes a white man for killing a negro. A 
few days later, in the same county, a white 
man named WILLIAMS waylaid and killed a 
colored youth. The murder was perpetrated 
Oct. 28. WiILLJaMs was arrested and tried 
during the early pari of the present month. 
Reese, who had murdered Tnorrxn, was the 
counsel for Writtamg, and of course 
triumphantly acquitted his fellow-murderer. 
A correspondent who heard the testimony 
says: 


The evidence against him was plain enough to 
have hung bum; vat he wasa white man, only killed 
a negro boy. The argument of the prosecuting 
counsel was good, but apparently not good enough 
to convince the jury tha it was not lawful for a 
white man to secrete Himself behind a bush and 
shoot a poor innocent negro boy as he passes al ong 
the public bighway. 


The third method is disfranchisement of 
the poorer classes by taxation. As the poor- 
er classes are mainly negroes and the negroes 
are Republicans, the last Legislature practic- 
ally disfranchised them by passing a capita- 
tion tax law, which assessed a tax of €1 upon 
each person, ostensibly for the support of 
the public schools whose revenues are sys- 
tematically stolen. In addition to the as- 
sessment of the tax, the law makes it a penal 
offense for one man to pay another’s tax, in- 
tended to hit if it were a Republican and 
miss if it were a Democrat. Ng Democrat 
has been prosecuted for obtaining votes by 
paying this tax, but in Charlotte County, J. 
E. Wrsrox, aman of high character and a 
prominent Republican, has been proceeded 
against for accommodating some of his col- 
ored friends. The Repudlican says:

Of course 
Weston will be eventually acquitied; nobody 
knows that better than the authors of the nefarious 
prosecution; but if they drive him and his friends 
from active participation im politics they will have 
Bitained to ai) they expect. 


These and similar events that have trans- 
pired in various portions of Virginia show 
quite conclusively that there is no form of 
diabolism necessary to the suppression of 
Republican votes that Js not familiar to Vir-

SHERMAN’S DISCRIMINATION AGAINST 
SILVER. 


Almost contemporaneously with the an- 
nouncement that the New York banks will 
recede from their decision to treat the stand- 
ard silver dollars as uncurrent funds comes 
Secretary Sqenman’s circular about the pay 
ment of silver which is in the hands of the 
Government. This cireular shows that Mr. 
Surman intends to discriminate agaiust the 
silver dollar, even when the money-lenders 
of New York, through their bankers and 
brokers, abandon the effort. The fact is not 
creditable to the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and it may make him a good deal of trouble 
when Congress shall resume its sessions after 
the Christmas holidays. 

Mr. Saxerman’scireularto the Treasurer, Sub- 
Treasurers, and disbursing officers of the Gov- 
ernment isequivalent to an instruction never 
to pay out silver dollars unless they are espe- 
cially demanded and preferréd ‘over gold or 
greenbacks, After Jan. 1, the holder of $50 
in greenbacks can send his notes to New 
York and draw gold for them, but people 
throughout the country cannot get silver dol- 
lars except by depositing notes in sufns of not 
less than $1,000 and multiples thereof, and 
waiting until the receipt for such deposit has 
been forwarded to Washington and some 
United States mint notified to ship the silver 
demanded. It would have been difficult to 
devise a more efficient scheme for not paying 
out the silver dollars. If Secretary Sunna 
had frankly declared his purpose to keep 
silver out of circulation, and had advertised 
a reward for the best method under the law 
to assist him in this intention, he would 
have had no suggestion calculated to serve 
the end better than this plan of his own. 
Silver in commerce is specially adapted to 
exchange for small purchases, but Secretary 
Srenman refuses to part with it excepf in 
large amounts; he evidently counts upon the 
improbability of people demanding silver in 
sums of $1,000 and multiples thereof when 
they can secure gold in sumsof $50 and 
multiples thereof. But in order to 
defeat a demand for the silver dol- 
lars even under these conditions, he im- 
poses extra delay and expense by providing 
that the $1,000, and multiples thereof, shall 
be deposited in advance, and the owner 
thereof. shall be deprived of the use of his 
money pending the circumlocution made 
necessary by his instruction, before the silver 
can be turned over in exchange. It will be 
singular enough if there shall be any demand 
for silver dollars under these conditions, for 
they ean only be obtained from the Govern.. 
ment by practically paying gold for them 
and awaiting the Government's delay in 
apg nd os drafts. 


use his official position and power to nullify 
the Silver law, his course would be plain 
enongh. He has only about $15,000,000 of 
the standard silver at his disposal, which is 
less than three weeks’ disbursements of the 
Government. If any private individual had 
$15,000,000 of silver on hand, and payments to 
make amounting to $5,000,000 a week, it 
would not be much ofa problem for him to 
determine how to get rid of his silver. 
But Mr. Sura will not pay out silver 
to the bondholders on interest unless they 
demand it in preference to gold or green- 
backs. He will not pay out even a small 
proportion of the salaries that go every 
month to the army of officeholders. He 
will not redeem United States notes in silver 
except when they are presented in larger 
amounts than the law requires. In one 
word, he is using every means at his com- 
mand to prevent the silver dollars from get- 
ting into active circulation. There can be 
no motive for this course other than a desire 
to bring the silver dollar into disrepute,—to 
create the impression that the people do not 
want it, and to rendsz tue ja inoperative 
until it can be repealed or amended to suit 
his views. 

What right has Secretary Sarrman to treat 
the standard silver dollar as in any manner 
differing from his treatment of the other 
legal-tender dollars of the country? This is 
p question which Congress should ask him in 
the most direct and effective way after the 
holidays. It is not a part of his duty to say 
what shall be legal-tender and what shall not 
be, any more than it is his duty to undertake 
any other kind of legislation. Congress has 
determined this, and it. devolves upon the 
Secretary of the Treasury, along with the 
other executive officers of the Government, 
to execute the law without discrimination in 
favor of Syne kind of legal-tender or to the 
prejudice of another kind. The obvious in- 
terests of the Government, like those of any 
other creditor or disburser of moneys, would 
be to distribute the various denominations of 
money in fair proportion to the stock on 
hand, in order to recognize their equality be- 
fore the law, and help maintain their popular 
use. Mr. Sxerman’s course is in direct viola- 
tion of this rule, and he should be compelled 
to abandon his personal preferences and 
prejudices to comply with the spirit of the 
law, or tlse make way for some person who 
is willing to do so. 


The Republicans in Congress having wisely 
determined that they can afford to allow the 
cipher dispatches scandal to rest as it is with- 
out asking further investigation, the Demo- 
crats have unwisely resolved to take the same 
course.

Severity of the Distress 
Among the Work- 
ing People. 


How the Agricultural Laborers Man- 
age to Exe Out a Miserable 
Existence. 

Fearful State of Immorality, Owing to 
the Manner in Which They 
Are Forced to Live. 


The Land Laws Largely the Cause of the 
Trouble—Prospective Agitation 
for Their Modification. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Loxbox, Dec. 7.—As winter advances, the 
British labor market becomes more troubled, 
and the distress among the working people as- 
gsumes a severity unknown in years. The staple 
topics of couversation are reduction in wages, 
strikes, lock-outs, and suspensions,—not iu one 
district, but throughout the country. The dis- 
tress at sheffield is almost unparalieled. Thou- 
sands are, it is said, living in houses stripped of 
furniture, witbout fire, and are dependent upon 
the generosity of their neighbors, So it is in 
Birmingham, Leeds, Manchester, and other 
manufacturing centres, and the suffering is so 
unusually bad that it is expected extraordinary 
measures looking to relief will be immediately 
taken by Parliament. 

Among the contests now going on is that be- 
tween the agricultural laborers of Kent and 
Sussex and theiremployers. Your correspond- 


ent visited a number of the villages in these 


counties the past week, and, from personal ob- 
servation and inquiry, will endeavor to give you 
an insight into the merits of the struggle. Some 
3,000 men, women, and children are affected by 
the lock-out, and in many cases 
EXTREME DESTITUTION EXISTS. 

The proposition of the tenaat-farmer and land- 
lord is to reduce the laborers’ wages from 2s 6d 
per day (cents) to 2s. This 2s per day does 
pot mean 12s per week, but 2s per day when 
they can work. I will put one wet day a week 
asa moderate estimate, and the weekly wages 
are reduced to 10s. In some cases, however, 
this sum is supplemented by extras during cer- 
tain portions of the year, making up a fair av- 
erage thronchout the twelve months wf 12s. 
Generaily speaking, the English agricultural 
laborer bas a large famyly; out I will say that 
four children are ‘the outcome of every mar- 
riage,—six or eight would be nearer the mark. 
Of course, when these childreu grow up, they 
ean go inco the fields a certain portion of the 
day, and add to the family revenue; but, owing 
to the Compalsury Education bill, they cannot 
render much substantial assistance until they 
are 13 or 14 years of age. In former times it 
was entirely different. The agriculturist’s 
wages were always small; but, as soon as his 
children could walk around, they began to earn 
their living. Therefore vou will see that the 
bead of the family, from beginning to end, must 
have an incessant struggle. He and his progeny 
do not live,—

The services of his wife and daughter 
have been estimated at from 8i¢d to7d. In 
Viatka, where the famines has raged; it has been 
possible to obtain a man and his beast at ls 
a day, and himself for 7d, while 2igd has béen 
the average wages for bis wife. In South Rus- 
Sia, labor has been dearer. The peasants of 
Ekaterinosiay have demanded 1s 3d to ls 6d a 
day without the use of their horse, and at 
essa 2s. This seems a wretched remuvera- 
tion for physical labor, but living in Russia is 
exceedingly cheap, which is not the case in Eu- 
gland; and, in most instances, there are sundry 
eoncessions, in tue shape of cheap pasturage 
and the right to gather fuel in tne forests, whicn 
make up in a measure the deficiency. 
NO 8UCH CONCE8SI0NS 
are granted the British peasant. Then the Rus- 
sian moujik is not, like the English laborer, de- 
pendent on the farmer for bread. Every 
mouj in the Empire owns from five to fifty 
acres of ground; he is invariably*the possessor 
of several cows and horses; and altogether, 
says the Giode truthfully, bis pdsition compares 
fayorably wun that of many needy farmers in 
land. Except in certain out-of-the-way 
provinces, like Viatks. be bas always sufficient 
rye in his barns to “keep the wolf from the 
door,“ and this, with buckwheat and millet, 
forms the staple of his food. Luxuries in the 
shape of chiekeus may be had in the villages in 
Central Russia—Tamboff, Toula, etc.—at 3d 
each; here they cost Is 6d. There eggs can be 
ught for 6d a hundred; here the laborer will 
pay 2s a dozen. There the moujik wil consiaer 
watermelons dear if they cost him more than a 
farthing, and a sheep can be often had for a 
shilling; bere the laborer scarcely knows what 
a watermelon is, and, if he ever thought of buy- 
ing a sheep, it would cost him £3 or £4 II the 
jan’s cows die, he can replace them at 
15s apiece, and he can purchase the 
best horse in the market for £1. Ii the wildest 
dreams of the English laborer ever went so far 
as the possession of a cow or a horse, he would 
require to have in his pocket at least £20 for the 
former and as much for the latter. The Rus- 
sian laborer’s living is not luxurious, but he has 
plenty of food, coarse though it be; while the 
English moujik in many cases crawis through 
existence 
IN A SEMI-STARVED CONDITION. 

But the farm-laborers are not the only suffer- 
ers in the present case. The tenant-farmers . 
have much to complain of.“ The present diili- 
culty has struck at quarters never before affect- 
ed, and the farmer says rent’ must be lowered 
or wages must fall. He ss he cannot pay the 
present rentals, arranguu when wheat was 66s 
a quarter, now that it has fallen to 34s. Tae 

er says he cannot sell bread cheap because 
he gave such high prices during the late war, 
and he must now make it up. Then the laborer 
comes to the ground between the two stools; 
and the poor farmer is not better off, because he 
is called upon 2 his old rent. Everything 
else rises an falls with commercial 
tides, but the price of land never does, 
Land in Kent, on an average, is worth £100 per 
acre, taking the fertile aud the barren. To an 
American th: Te is no reason for the fancy prices; 
but so curiously has been mixed up the posses- 
sion of lend with the possession of political 
power and social prestige that it bas obtained a 
fabulous value through “genteel” people who 
cannot afford to buy, but who bope to get into 
coiptry. society by becoming genticmen-Jarmens, . 
and thus the farmer bas to pay 

AN ARTIFICAL RATE OF RENTAL, 
which he can only do by screwing down bis 
laborers’ wages. During the last year or two, 
bis chief difficulties bave been the enormous 
quantity of cheap corn and the large quantities 
of beef coming into the country. Of course, ou 
the other. hand, be has hadthe benefit of the 
imports of cheap feeding stuffs and fertilizing 
agencies. Another drawback to the farmer is 
the fact that he is tied down by uncient cove- 
nant as to the wav in which be shall cultivate 
his land. He is not allowed to make the most 
of everything. He must sow, for exampie, 
wheat this year, bariey the next, rye the year 
efter, and-so-forth. Although bis fields may 
be overrun with rabbits, and his crops are 
being destroved under his nose, be dare not, 
with few exceptiops, lift agun. He cannot sei 
bis straw, or hay, or roots, but must feed it all 
bimseif aud return it to the soil. These are 
A FEW OF THE FARMERS’ GRIEVANCES. 

Some of the tevants of the Duke of New- 
castle. I see, have refused to renew their hoild- 
ings, and the Duke will thus be driven to farm 
his own land, or let it at lower rents than he has 
hitherto done. The Duke—who, by the way, 
was not long ago a bankrupt, and was sold off 
for the benefit of his creditors—must live like a 
Duke.

THE PRIZE STEERS TESTED. 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CurcaGo, Dec. 24.—1 was very much gratified 
in examining some of the prize cattle in the 
butchers’ shops at the Transit House. John B. 
Sherman, Esq., the efficient manager of the 
Union Stock-Yards, purchased several of them. 
The large ox, a grade Short-Horn, was very 


fat and of good quality for so heavy an animal; 
still, I could not pronounce him first-class qual- 
ity,—there was too much fat in proportion ® 
lean, potwithstanding the lean was well mar- 
bled. The first-prize steer, 47 weeks old, in the 
Short-Horn class, was a full-blood, bred by Mr. 
Benjamin Van Meter, of Winchester, Ky. I saw 
this steer when in Kentucky last June. He 
was then fully ripe, and that was the time 
he showed to the dest advantage. 
When an animal is once fed to ripeness, no 
matter how you subsequently feed, the quality 
of the meat declines, the coat looks dull, and 
the longer it is kept beyond this point, the more 
it depreciates in value to grazer, butcher, and 
consumer, more especially the former. ‘This 
white steer was worth 2cents per pound more 
when Isaw him in his pasture in June than 
when he was in the show ring, consequently it 
was much to his disadvantage. This decline 
could be plainly seen both in the live and dead 
animal by any practical man who understood 
the important art of handling; without such 
knowledge, no man ought to go into the show 
ring as a j . A grade Short-Horn steer 3 
ears old which took first prize in his class (a 
— deserves special notice. He was shown 
by Messrs. Van Meter & Hamiiton, of Ken- 
tucky. This steer was ripe, and, in the firmness 
of his showed to advantage. As I 
casually looked through them fo their stalls, 
this steer struck me as the best in the Short- 
Horn, or of that class of grades. When the 
** cavalcade ” came round in the evening of the 
last dav, the prize steers came together; all had 
the privilege of handling them. Mr. Gillett’s 
steer, that took first prize in all classes, and the 
Kentucky steer came along, side dy side, and 
the order was given by the Superintendent to 
halt for inspection. I took the advantage of 
this just privilege, and examined each steer in 
all jts points thoroughly; I pronounced the 
steer the best, his ripeness,

THE INDIANAPOLIS POOL. 

The merchants and shippers of Indianapolis 
are not at all satisfied with the workings of the 
East- bound pool from that city, claiming that 
the arrangement discriminates against them. 
At a meeting held at Indianapolis last Satur- 
day the Committee of the Board of Trade ap- 
pointed at a previous meeting to investigate 
this matter made the following ieport, which 
was unanimously adopted: 

1. That the facts presented by a former Commit- 
tee were in part disputed, and, asa whole, ignored 
until their truth became a matter of common noto- 
riety all over the country. 

2. That the facts the Committee ve, upon a 
promise of speedy rectification in our freight rates, 
seemed to us to be used asa lever to re-establish 
rates at other points, instead of being used to do 
Indianapolis a speedy justice. 

3. That the ratiroads continued their discrim- 
inating rates against us until at their meeting in 
Chicago, when difficulties in the way of establish- 
ing the pool there were sought to be removed by 
reducing the rates here for the lengthy period of 
two diys, giving public notice of the fact the 
morning of the day they went into effect. 

4. That one week is given the Chicago railroads 
to report contracts inconsistent with rates estad- 
lished by the pool. 

5. That the existence of such contracts is prima 
facie evidence of the inability of the pool to es- 
wo rates based upon the principie of justice 

all. : 

6, That any one or more shippers having in 
force such a contract have an advantage over oth- 
ere, which, the Fool Commissoners say, has in the 
past worked great and unjust discriminations. 

7. That this Board never has, even by intima- 
tion, approved of, encouraged, or countenanced 
any persona! discrimination for or agaiast any one 


shipper here or elsewhere, but has bad in its re- 


quests and demands an eye eingle to the rights and 
interests of Indianapolis as a shipping point, now 
the second in magnitudeinthe West. And we most 
emphatically state that the interests of this body 
are entirely in favor of equality among s hippers. 
We are —— to favoritism toward the few and 
against many, either in the way of cut rates, 
rebates, underbilling, or furnish cars 
more promptly to one than to another, as such 
action on the part of railroads is against public 
policy and in direct violation of their charters and 
their duties as common carriers. We further de- 
clare that the Board of Trade by its formation is 
for the purpose of protecting smaii shippers equal- 
ly with large ones. small dealers as well as heavy 
ones, and that Boards of Trade owe much of their 
vitality to this principle. Large dealers, heavy 
shippers, and wealthy firms command the ability 
and the means to attain singly what Boards of 
Trade are established for. 

8. That the artful intimations or innuendoes of 
the resolution refiecting on this body in this par- 
ticular were uncalled for imputations upon our 
motives, and not founded upon our action or that 
ef our Committee. 

9. That the Pool Commissioners are informed 
that on the 19th, when the reduced rate was made, 
lasting two days, based on 91 per ceut of existing 
Chicago rates, taat city shipped pork product to 
Philadelpnia at 23 cents, our reduced rate being 
25% cents, 

10. That a committee should be formed bv this 
body to collect facts concerning freight rates, re- 
port them to the Pool Commissioners, and demand, 
whenever discriminations against us are discover- 
ed, the fulfillment of their promises. And also to 
have in view the presentation of information to 
the Legislature should it be necessary to appeal to 
that body for protection.

A NATIONAL RAILROAD BUREAU. 
Te the Editor af The Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 23.—The necessity of 
a National Railroad Bureau is daily becoming 
more apparent. The desperate efforts which 
have been made during many months past by 
the railroads to regulate themselves have been 
signal faflures. Agreements bave been * 
only to be broken. Contracts have been {o?med 
only to be violated, Pools have been establish- 
ed only to be dissolved. Commissioners have 
been appointed with uo authority to enforce 
their commands. Committees have been 
selected with advisory powers only, and their 
advice has been rejected snd despised. Con- 
ventions have been held, have passed brave res- 
olutions, and adjourned; their resolutions have 
been disregarded, and their plans bave become 
perfect abortions. Combinations have been 
made under obligation of most solemn prom-

The Chicago pools leading East also held 3 
separate meeting, and, after discussion, it was 
finally proposed to submit the matter to arbi- 
tration: but a difficulty was experienced in de- 
ciding upon an arbitrator, and the meeting ad- 
jouroed without having accomplished anything. 
The lines leading East from Milwaukee also met 
to adjust their difficulties, but they finaily left 
the matter in statu quo. erre Haute 
roads, which decided some time ago to pool, 
also held a meeting, but failed to come toany 
agreement. 

Waereupon you remark: 

The Convention adjourned in the evening sine 
die, and most of the railroad managers departed 
for their respective homes not over well satisfied 
with tbe results of the meeting. Everything re- 
mains jn about the same chaotic condiuon as be- 
fore, and the union of the first and second joints 
into a high joint is tae only decisive thing accom- 
Diisbed. : 

Now, what is the philosophy of this whole 
matter? It is simply this: The raflroadg are 
utterly incapable of controlling and governing 
themselves. They perceive the necessity of co- 
operation, and of some systematic combination 
by which their conflicting interests ma be 
made to harmonize, but they are destitute of 
the power by which to enforce their own regula- 
tions. They are ina condition somewhat simi- 
lar to that of our States under the old Articles 
of Confederation. They will continue as long 
as it is their imterest to do so. But, when 
caprice or lack of judgment or a supposed bene- 
fit demands a dissolution of the combination, 
the combination will be dissolved. There is no 
suverior force to compel them to recognize their 
obligations, or to protect the people against 
their exactions. They may select Commissioner 
Fink to decide upon their claims, but what 
power bas be to enforee his decisions! They 
may refer their conflictmge demands to the 
“High Joint” to arbitrate, but how can the 
‘High Joint exercise any authority over these 
turbulent railroad barons, and compel them to 
submit to its judgment! 

The fact is, the voluntary principle ie not any 
more suitable to restrain railroads in their ag- 
gressions upon the rights of the public or in 
their quarrels among themselves than it is in 
restraining thieves from piundering banks and 
erimiuals of every sort from trespassing upon 
the rights of individuals. 

The strong, vigorous exercise of law adminis- 
tered by some paramount authority is as neces- 
sary in the one case as in the other. That au- 
thority must be administered b, a Government 
whose territorial limits are as extensive as the 
railroad svetem itsetf. The bold, defiant, anda- 
cious attitade of railroad dictators with millions 
of money at theif command can only be met by 
a power as resolute, us vigorous, and as wealthy 
as themselves. 

The recent meeting of railroad State Com- 
missioners at Columbus, O., is a tacit admis- 
sion that the railroad system is too extensive 
for State control. They met together for the 
purpose of considering what measures sbouid 
be adopted in order to accomplish the objects 
for which they were appointed. What they 
may hereaiter recommend tkrough ‘their ap- 
pointed committee, we Cann say, but their 
consultation must contemplate Congressional 
interterence if they mean business. They must 
admit that the railroad system has become too 
vast and extensive to be controlled by Stare 
laws; and the logic of their deliberations must 
look to the establishment of a National Railroad 
Bureau.

A cable dispatch stated the other day that the 
famous Dr. Strousberg had offered his creditors 
three cents on the dollar, and that it was likely 
to be accepted. Many of our readers will not 
have forgotten the career of this most extraor- 
dinary mau. Born in 1823, a Prussian Jew, ne 
wentto London in 1535, and in his boyhood 
joined the Church of. England. While a mere 
youth be dabbled in London journalism, and at 
25 came to the United States, where he gave les- 
sous in German. It might have been supposed 
that this country would have proved especiaily 
adapted to his peculiar genius, but it was 
far less so than fifteen years later, and Strous- 
berg, having realized funds by buying some 
damaged goods and selling them at a heavy 

rofit, returned to London, where he ipveste 

is money in a newspaper, and then went to 
Berlin as agent for au insurance company. A 
chance acquaintance with some English capital- 
ists led to his becoming a contractor. He went 
from one work to another, and within a few 
years was employing over 100,000 men, bad pur- 
chased nearly an entire county in Poland, had 
an immense mansion in ndon, and an- 
other (now the British Embassy) in Ber- 
lin, pot surpassed by any m the Capi- 
tal.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 28.—The annual 
season of merriment and festivity is here again, 
but to many in this Capital it is not a merry 
Christmas.

LOUISIANA OUTRAGES. 


Whe the Bulldozers and Carpet- Baggers 
Are—Experiences of a Refagee Woman. 
Cincinnati Gate te, Dec. 23. 

A week or two ago a bright and intelligent 
young mulatto woman, who had been separated 
from ber husband by the October outrages in 
Tensas Parish, La., reachea Cincinnati and 
found refuge among friends. Her chüdren, 
whom she brought with her, are also bright for 
their age, and all unite in stories of the outrages 
in a simple, unvarnished manner which bear 
the impress of truth. Their stories, besides, 
are abundantly verified by letters received from 
Tensas since the outrages were committed. 

Tensas Parish is ia the northern part of 
Louisiana, and its lands are devoted almost 
entirely to cotton raising. It had a population 
in 1870 of 12,398 persons, of whom only 1,380 are 
white, and the remainder, 11,018, are colored, 
A good number of the colored people own and 
operate small farms, others operate plantations 
on suares with the white owners, but probably 
the larger yoy are employed on the large 
plantations as fitid hands. Probably a good 
mayer of the colored population can read 
avd write. Many own horses and other stock, 
and, with the exception of those who work on

FRENCH NEWSPAPER-WIT. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Paris, Dec. 4.—Among the things which 1 
defy any foreigner to understand witbout long 
acquaintance and study, is that rather over- 
rated article, French newspaper-wit. The wit 
of the contemporary press in France is, on the 
whole, best typified by the examples met with 
in that most unveracious and cynical of news- 
papers published in this or any country, the 
Paris Figaro. I don't mean to say that Figaro 
wit is the best to be found in the French press; 
but I do mean that it is the most representa- 
tive. The letters which M. Vacqueree, for in- 
stance, contributes almost daily to the Nappel, 
are more briliiant than anything that bas ap- 
peared in the columns of M. de Villemessant’s 
print since the time of Henri Rochefort; and, 
Yo my mind, there are few smarter writers in 
France than M. Aurelien Scholl, who does the 
“chroniques ’’ of the Voltaire,and M. Monselet, 
the clever gourmet (and they say gourmand 
too) of the Bvenement. 

The chief stumbling-block in the way of for- 
eigners opdeavoring to penetrate the mysteries 
of the Masque de Fer“ in Figaro, and his 
more or less happy emulators, is, of course, 

THEIR LOCALISM 

(to coin an expressive word). Did I not tear to 
be aceurzd of having borrowed a love of para- 
dox from the very journals I am pooh-poohing, 
I should say that, in its most Parisian form, 
Paris wit is thoroughly—Provincial. Wnat are the 
qualities we usually associate with provincial- 
ism? Are they not ap extreme narrowness, and 
a deep-seated conviction that the affairs or one 
little city—or one big city—are as brimful of in- 
terest to the wole Universe as they are to the 
inhabitants of that particular spot itselt In 
* $a) literature one result is an abundance 
of epigrams, entirely local in their allusions, 
which the outside world cannot possibiy relish.

The Milwaukee Murphy and Its Candidate 
for the United States Senate. 
To the Editer of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Dee. 24.—It is evident that the 
Milwaukee Day Murphy fears the popularity 
of * Boss’ Keyes, notwithstanding its profess- 
ed belief that it is not much of a shower. Now, 
why does not the editor cail upon its candidate 
to makeaspeech? The speech is Carpenter’s 
hold, and so great are his persuasive powers 
in that line that he never tails in convincing 
some one. He could prove to the satisfaction 
of his old friends at Janesville that back-pay 
was legitimate and honest, and when, after the 
speil of his eloquence bad passed off, ard public 
opinion had come around to a condemnation of 
the steal, his speech could convince the same 
crowd that be had always been of the same 
mind, but was compelled to take the money in 
loyal obedience to e law, which said 
each member shall receive, etic. The ur- 
phy sbould have no fear that Matt will 
pot make a good case if he can only 
have opportunity fof a speech. When he wes 
first brought out for the United States Senate 
in 1869 there were four other prominent candi- 
dates, ali of whom stood firmly and squarely 
upon the Republican platform, and against 
neither of whom was there a word of reproach. 
Measured by any qualifications of talents or 
character then known to the pubiic, the chances 
of either of these gentlemen would have given 
him odds arainst Carpenter, and there was no 
vexed question of public polity upon whieh there 
was any difference or division in the party. 

But Matt’s friends knew where bis strength 
lay. and that to him the speech was as the un- 
shorn locks of Samson. So ther, with aishow 
of the utmost impartialitv, slipped a resolution 
through the Assembly inviting the several can- 


didates to address the Legislature u the 
political issues of the day. The ech was 
courteous, the request reasonable, the 


modest sivness of Carpenter yielded to its 
influence. The other candidates did the same, 

with the exception of Gov. Fairchild, who 
thought be saw a feline under the meal. Even 
Mr. Rublee, whose general good sense and 
statesmanship are to those of Carpenter as 
Hyverton to a Satyr, and who always disclaimed 
oravorical powers, was unguarded enough to 
enter this tilt at point no point, and fight as 
one that beats the air” with a redoutabie 
Tristram Fickle. The plaudits of the clackers, 
the stupid starers and the loud huzzas, were 
on the side of the smoothest toneue, and gave 
earnest of legislative approbation when the 
crowd should meet in Joint Convention. The 
speech won, and secured Matt’s election in spite 
of the belief of some who knew him best that a 
term of six years was too long to bold him to 
an honest, consistent course. 

But few men, however, are creat in all things. 
In writing letters Carpenter is as unlucky as he 
is great in speech. He seems to reverse the 
characteristics which by some were accorded to 
St. Paul, of whom they said, “His letters are 
mighty and powerful, but bis bodily presence is 
weak, and his speech contemptible.” 

When he took up the practice of law in Wash- 
ington, and shook from his feet the dust of 
Wisconsin politics, pot then expecting to hanker 
again for ber flesh-pots, he threw a Parthian 
dart in a letter in which his former friends 
Howe and Keyes, as well as Washburn and 
others, were treated with gratuitous clawing. 
His reply to his friends in Milwaukee who kind- 
ly thought to boost him into the United States 
Senate through the bear garden” of the 
House of Representatives, and his recent letter 
upon the currency which the Wiscons'n charges 
nim with writing some time after its assumed 
aate, leave little room to doubt that, whatever 
his bodily presence and speech may be, his let- 
ters are not like those of the Apostie to the 
Gentiles.

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SCHLIEMANN. 
Further Excavations at Troy. 
Thiladetpaia Press. 

Dr. Schliemann, after an ſutert uption of five 
years and a half, resumed, Sept. 30 last, bis 
search for the buried Troy. He is obliged to 
give the Imperial Museum at Constantinople 
two-thirds of the discoveries, and to bear all the 
expenses, now amounting to $8,500 a month, 
A delegate of the Turkish ronment is on 
the spot, and a guard of ten gendarmes is fur- 
nished. At Hissarlik, where all the excava- 
tions have been made, Dr. 8. traces the remains 
of no fewer than four pre-historic cities which 
had been built on the same site, and the sec- 
ond of these is, he maintains, the Homeric 
Troy. Hle expects, before the season of op- 
eration closes, to bring to light the whole 
western and northern part of the circuit wall, 
the construction of which Homer ascribes to 
Poseidon and Apollo (Iliad vii. 458), as well as 


mediately tothe northwest and west of the great 
gate, which he attributes to the ancient town’s 

„because it is the largest and best built 
house in the city. Init were found hundreds 
of remarkable objects, and close to it the treas- 
ure nos exhibited in the Soutn Kensington Mu- 
seum. The walls of this mansion are at a depth 
of about twenty-eient feet below the surface 
of the kin, and precisely like the cyclopean 
walls of the Royal Palace at Mycenm, and the 
eyclopean houses at Tiryris. They can only 
have served as sub-structures to a stately and 
very elevated wooden building, for otherwise 
there is no way of explaining the huge masses of 
red, black, and yellow wood-ashes, intermixed 
with charcoal, by which they are covered to a 
depth of nine to ten feet. Among these ashes 
the Doctor has recently fouud a red hand-made 
vase, containing. 13 other things, twenty 
Cold earri four gold hairpins, a lerge num- 
der of gold ds, bracelet of electrum, frag- 
ments of neckiaves. . 

Most remarkable among the vew discoveries 
is a well-preserved distaff of. wood, eleven feet 
long, with the thread charred black as coal. At 
this depth of twenty-eight feet, curious objects 
of various kinds are constantiy being unearth- 
ed. Three gates before the pre-historic mansion 
have been laid open, var) ing iu breadth respect- 
ively from teu to seventeen and one-fourth fect. 
Unfortunately, the approach of Winter, which 
is severe iu that region, will suspend iurcher ex- 
cavations until spricge.

Cicero speaks of 
the memoriais of the Babylonians as embracing 
a period of 470,000 years, and Pliny cites 
Ephenes as saying that they were io payne

The Cai- 
oese and Hindoo cosmogonists claim a fabulous 
antiquity almost beyond calculation.
